Bills Restricting Saloons in 


Cities Pass in the 


Senate. 


NOW GO TO GOVERNOR 


Springfield, II:., .i;n:c 10.—The "drys" 


won signal victories in tin: Illinois legis- 
lature today when the senate passed two 
measures restricting =aloons in cities. 
Both bills will now go before Governor 
Dunne for his signature or veto. 


One measure prohibits saloons within 


four miles of the University of Illinois 
and as that institution is practically mid- 
way between Urbana, and Champaign, 
saloons in both towns are threatened. 


The other act, known as "the residence- 


district bill," was fought bitterly, espe- 
cially by saloon interests in Chicago. 
It makes it possible for the voters oi 
any residence territory, containing not 
fewer than 300 nor more than 5,000 reg- 
istered voters, to define tlic boundaries 
of the district by streets and alleys and 
vote at a regular city election whether 
such territory shall become "dry," the 
majority vote to prevail. A second vote 
on the same proposition cannot be taken 
for three years.

tail. With fundamentals and essentials 
agreed upon by President Wilson, Sec- 
retary McAdoo and Chairman Owen and 
Glass, of the senate and public banking 
and currency committees, the leaders to- 
day and tomorrow \vill attempt to per- 
fect it as an administration measure. 


The 
fundamentals 
of 
the 
bill as 


agreed upon have been published from 
time to time. The measure would revo- 
lutionise the banking and currency sys- 
tem of the United States, and it has 
been the aim of its framers to place the 
linancial system, especially the issue of 
currency, under the control of the gov- 
ernment. 


The Tentative Plan. 


As now agreed upon the 
country 


would be divided into not lees than 
twelve regional reserve associations and 
all national banks will bo compelled to 
become members of the reserve associa- 
tion in their respective districts. State 
lianks will bo eligible, to 
membership. 


The "'reserve associations will organize 
federal reserve banks in each district 
with a minimum capital of .fv>,000,000,

which will be supplied by the member- 
ship banks at the rate of 20 per cent of 
their capital. These reserve banks will 
receive the deposits of the federal gov- 
ernment and thui prcvent..the treasury 
department from locking up great quan- 
tities of money from circulation. 
The 


reserve bank will be a bank of banks 
with the privilege of rediscounting com- 
mercial paper. 


In the place of the national bank 


notes, which will be retired over a period 
of twenty years, the government will is- 
sue to the federal reserve banks a new 
kind of currency, probably to be desig- 
nated 
as 
"federal 
reserve 
treasury 


notes." The limit, of this issue will be 
$500,000,000 and it will bo backed by 
commercial paper of prime quality or 
other valuable security. Elasticity will 
be given the system in this manner. 
While these notes will not be secured 
by gold, they will be redeemable in gold 
by the treasury or the federal reserve 
banks. 


To Protect the Bonds. 


Means are taken to protect the United 


States 2 per cent bonds which now form 
the security for the national bank notes 
by permitting tbe graduated retirement 
of these notes over a period of years, 
and their exchange for three per cent 
bonds without the circulating privileges. 


The government, leaders declare, will 


have an emphatic voice in the manage- 
ment of the new system. Directors of 
the federal reserve banks will consist of 
three members chosen by the federal re- 
serve board, one of whom shall be chair- 
man, three members chosen by the pub- 
lic interests in the district and three 
elected by the banks. The federal re- 
servo board will consist of nine mem- 
bers, composed of the secretary and the 
treasury, secretary of agriculture and 
probably another cabinet officer as ex- 
olTioio members, and three members 
chosen by tho president of the United 
States afld three by the central reserve 
banks.

He testi- 
led that October 12, 1011, .Tohn Ar- 
rackle, a sugar refiner, when leaving for 
Europe, had given out an interview fav- 
oring free raw sugar.

On October 16, a short statement 
jiven out by Clarence C. Hamlin, at 
Solorado Springs, answering the Ar- 
]uckle statement, was also carried by 
the Associated Press. The

statement, he said, was about 1,000 
words long; the Hamlin statement about 
150 words.

fierce wax waged on the innocent and 
unsuspecting ground hogs of Marshall 
county for the past ten days, in which 
the county auditor gave out certificates 
in HIP total sum of $2,500. the commis- 
sioners on Wednesday con^?ned in spe- 
cial session and knocked out. the $1 
bounty per scalp, because of the insuf- 
ficiency of the appropriation. When the 
commissioners made the offer of the $1 
per scalp it was with the purpose of ex- 
terminating the little animal that sets 
the weather pace each spring. 
There 


were plenty of them in their holes and 
plenty more were coming, far more than 
the commissioners anticipated when they 
made the liberal offer of ?1 per scalp. 
?o lively was the warfare waged that 
the appropriation therefor wne exhaust- 
Oil and the commissioners fotmd them- 
selves without funds. 
At the meeting 


called for that purpose this morning tin- 
bounty on woodchuck scalps was made 
l">c and on hawks and owls 50c. 
The 


state law says that the commissioners 
may pay as high as $2 per scalp and onr 
commissioners thought that they had 
made the bounty very low at $1. Busi- 
ness proved so profitable that farmers 
quit work to join the big hunt. 
The 


matter also assumed a personal aspi-ct, 
as hunters insisted upon invading "ther 
people's farms, where the owners them- 
selves claimed the exclusive right to 
hunt. 
While the commissioners have 


been compelled to suspend the $1 for the 
present they firmly believe that the 
bounty should be restored when the ap- 
propriations for the count}- are made 
next 
September and think that the 


county should be wholly rid of the pest 
while they arc at the job.

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Wilson and the People. 


After his tour through the south and northward into 


Indiana Vice President Marshall has returned to Wash- 
ington carrying assurances to President "Wilson that the 
people are "for him." The vice president told his chief 
that he found people everywhere "not only kindly dis- 
posed toward the administration, but actually anxious to 
lend it active support.*' 


We believe this condition is tme to .a vastly more gen- 


eral extent than has been the case with any other presi- 
'dent of recent years. The sentiment is plainly reflected in 
the press from every section of the country. The presi- 
dent's political opponents have been showing a commend- 
ably patriotic disposition to insist upon a. fair deal for 
him and to aid in seeing that he gets it, even though they 
are not prepared to subscribe to all of his beliefs. 
This 


condition is due solely to the fact that the president has 
the confidence of the people. They believe in him. They 
are convinced that he is making a sincere attempt to re- 
deem his pledges and best serve the interests of the peo- 
ple. There attaches, to him no suspicion of taint and he 
is manifesting splendid courage and tact of a very high 
order. He will make mistakes, of course, but they will be 
honest ones. The people are "for" the president because 
he has shown them that he merits this spirit of moral 
support. 


Promoters of the race track at Porter who are plan- 


ning to open a race meet there next month are said to be 


• cherishing the hope that Governor Ralston will not in- 
terfere with their performance as did Governor Marshall 
last year in sending two companies of state troops to Min- 
eral Springs to stop the race gambling. Unless all ad- 
vance indications fail, however, they are due to get an- 
other shock. Governor Ralston has given out pretty 
strong hints that while he is not opposed to racing, the 
gambling regime will get no more leeway under his ad- 
ministration than it did under his predecessor. 


The Indiana supreme court has upheld the constitu- 


tionality of the, statute giving the boards of public works 
in cities the power to construct levees as a protection 
against floods. With half a dozen or more Indiana cities 
contemplating flood, prevention steps as the result of the 
inundation a few months ago, the decision removes one of 
the possible obstacles that might have hampered work.

Port Wayne Suffers from 


Lack of Moisture; Crops 


Are Damaged. 


IS RECORD DROUGHT 


Since the first of June the total rain- 


fall in Fort Wayne and Allen county has 
amounted to only .24 of an iueh, and ; 
us a result of the light precipitation, the 
entire country is suffering from one of 
the worst droughts in more than two 
years. 
Farmers coming into the city 


declare that the hay crop lias suffered 
terribly from the lack of moisture, as 
it is not making itself as it should, and 
it is also reported that the oats in this 
county has been set back on account of 
the drought. It is said, however, that 
the oats will have sufficient time to ma- 
ture and yield a good crop if rain arrives 
within a lew days. 


Since the March flood there has been 


a total precipitation to date of 
6.t>() 


incites. 
April, with 
2.54 
inches, was 


slightly below the average for that 
month, according to records at the gov- 
ernment 
weather 
station 
here, while 


-May, 
with 3.77 inches, was about nor- 


mal. In four days last March, prior to 
and during the flood, the total rain fall 
amounted to 5.75. 


One obtains a fair idea of the present 


drought in comparing the figures of the 
rainfall for the corresponding months 
of the last two years. Durino- .June, of 
Ifll2. the precipitation totaled 3.24, or 
three inches more than the present to- 
tal for the month, which is more than 
half gone. During June. 1911, the total 
rainfall was 4.41. 


While farmers in this vicinity are de- 


lighted over the progress of the corn 
crop, they are somewhat worried over 
the condition of hny and oate. 
It is 


said that the dry weather will result in 
a. light yield of hay, but hope is held 
that rain will arrive ontime to save the 
oats. The corn crop in Allen county is 
ahead of last year's at this time. 


No Rain Coming. 


Local weather forecasters declare there 


is no rain in sight for the present, and 
predict nothing but fair and continued 
hot weatlrer. 
While a westerly wind 


served to cool Fort Wayne's sweltered 
brow today, the thermometer was said 
will pass the 90 degree mark and in- 
tense suffering from the heat is reported 
from all parts of the city, especially in 
the business district, where pedestrians 
are compelled to withstand the hot glare 
reflecting from the buildings and pave- 
ment.

London, June 1!).—The outstanding 


features 
of this 
year's 
international 


horse show at Olympia which opened 
today with over 4,110(1 entries and III 
clauses, is the riding und jumping com- 
petition for the King Kdward VII gold 
cup for teams of three officers repre- 
senting the armies of the various na- 
tions. 
The American army is unrepre- 


sented on this occasion but the keenest 
rivalry exists among the seven other 
entries—France, Great Britain, Canada, 
Belgium, Italy, Russia and Swecdcn. 


France has won the cup twice and the 


French cavalry officers will make a des- 
perate effort to M'in it for the third time 
and take it with them across the chan- 
nel as their permanent property. 
Rus- 


sia and Belgium have won the cup once 
each. England does not want the, $2,500 
trophy to become the property of a for- 
eign power and 100 British cavalry of- 
ficers have been training for its defense 
at 
various 
army posts for severol 


months. 


The trophy ie competed for by officers 


in uniform riding government horses in 
teams of three. They have to go twice 
around the course, jumping obstacles of 
various sorts ranging in height from 
three feet six inches to five feet six 
inches. 


In the the other competitions Ameri- 


can horses arc not quite so numerous as 
in former years. Judge W. H. Moore, 
of New York, is one of the largest ex- 
hibitors, with about forty carriage ond 
coaching horses. One of his closest riv- 
als is Misii Mona Dunn, the ten-year-old 
daughter of a prominent member of tho 
Canadian 
colony, who has entered a 


string of thirty-five horses. 


A new American oxlu'bitor is Edward 


McLean, of Philadelphia, with a stable 
of eight horses which have been insured 
for $100.000. J. Sumner Draper, of Bos- 
ton, Alfer G. Vandcrbilt and Walter 
Windsor arc other American exhibitors. 


Some valuable prizes have been of- 


fered by Americans, including the New- 
port cup, given by Alfred G. Vandcr- 
bilt for the best single harness horse; 
the two cups given by Colonel I>awrenee 
Jones, of Louisville, Ky., for the best 
harness horse executing 1» hands and 
for two hacks under 15 hands. The Na- 
tional Horse Show association cups for 
tandems and the Harkaway Hunt club's 
cup for qualified hunters. 


The total initial cost of the show is 


estimatd at $250,000, $60,000 of .which 
is devoted to prizes and $50,000 spent 
on an elaborate scheme of decoration, 
including conservatories filled with rare 
and gorgeous flowers and plants. 
The 


arena is canopied with 20,000 yards of 
blue silk representing a cloudless sum- 
mer &iky.
